Seek Revision 
Of Statute 


Active members of the commu- 
nity, who devote part of their time 
to municipal service, can be the 
hardest hit by provisions of the 
conflict of interest law. 

Thus many boards and commit~ 
tees will find themselves without 
the services of these men and 
women, if the law becomes effec- 
tive in its present form. 

Town Counsel Fredric S, O’Brien 
pointed out these dangers in the 
law, during an explanation to the 
Selectmen Monday evening. 

The Board promptly decided to 
write local representatives and 
senators in an effort to have the 
law re-drafted before its effective 
date next May 1. 

The law defines employees in 
such a way that the volunteers 
can place themselves in jeopardy 
- right now, everyone concerned 
with the town is considered an 
employee. 

And the law defines family in 
such a way that the business ac~ 
tivities of an employee’s family or 
in-laws can create a_ situation 
where the employee is guilty of 
violating the statute. A substantial 
fine and prison term are attached 
to the law as possible penalties.

Fairest Way Of All 


Urban Renewal is one of the boldest, most imaginative 


proposals to be placed before the voters of the town; it is 
also one of the most drastic plans to ever be presented 
for action. 

Sober thought should be given to the entire plan — not 
just by town agencies but by every voter. Paramount is 
the question ‘‘What is best for the town?”’ 

We sincerely believe that even the annual town meeting

action on this matter. Too few voters attend this meeting.

But there is a way to get the broadest possible partici- 
pation by the voters: 

This simple question should be placed on the ballot of 
the town election. 

‘Shall the town accept the Urban Renewal Plan?’’ 

With 7-8,000 voters taking part, the community would 
be assured that the verdict is the will of the majority. 

Obviously

Only a small chance remains 
that a special town meeting will 
be held toconsider Urban Renewal. 

Only. a decision by the Attorney 
General, that a town by-law giving 
the Finance Committee power to 
refuse permission to actonappro~ 
priations at special meetings is 
illegal, could result in holding the 
meeting. 

The by-law was approved by the 
Attorney General in 1957, after 
its adoption by the town. 

Unless the event takes place, the 
decision on any renewal plan will 
be made at the annual town meet~ 
ing. 

Chairman Phillips B. Marsden 
Tr. told the Selectmen with finality 
Monday night that the FinCom will 
not approve action on Urban 
Renewal appropriations at any 
special meeting. 

This should be done within the 
context of the annual meeting, he 
told the Board, and with all other 
expenditures under consideration 
at the same time. 

The Finance Committee did not 
disapprove Urban Renewal, it was 
noted, but at this time expressed 
its decision to consider the money 
problems in the light of all 1963 
appropriations. 

Saved By The Bell 

The announced decision by the 
FinCom came just at a crucial 
point during a debate by the Select- 
men on whether to officially vote 
to call the special meeting Nov. 
19. Selectman William Stewart was 
pressing his colleagues - Chair- 
man Russell G. Doyle and James 
D., Wilson - to affirm an earlier 
**resolution’® of the Board to this 
effect. Town Counsel Fredric S. 
O'Brien had told the Board it must 
vote on calling the meeting, not

New Law A Nightmare 


Towns throughout the Commonwealth are threatened 
with the loss of most volunteer committee members, as a 
result of the Conflict of Interest law enacted this year by 


the Legislature. 
Andover is no exception. 


It is possible to predict that a vast majority of the 
appointed board members, and some elected officials as 
well, must give up their service to the town by May l, 


1963. 


Town Counsel Fredric S. O’Brien spent an interesting, 
and an alarming, half-hour telling the Selectmen about the 
law Monday night. And it was apparent that only the 
Legislature can undo what it has created — a monster 
that reaches out to affect nearly every business and pro- 


fessional man in the town. 


Provisions of the law relating to the involvement of 


‘*family’’ 


are specially difficult to pin down. For 


‘family’? includes parents of husband and wife, brothers 
and sisters of both. Thus the normal business activities 


of a member of the ‘‘family’’ 


of an employee of the town — 


and this includes all board and committee members — can 
place the employee in a position of violating the law. 
There may be no actual conflict of interest, except in the 
strictest interpretation of the law, but a jail sentence and 
heavy fine hangs over the head of anyone violating the 


Statute. 


It is imperative that the Legislature write a new con- 
flict of interest statute that controls the conflict, without 
penalizing many honest, civic-minded individuals. Every- 


one should urge their representatives and senators to 
work for the revision, and quickly. 


Waste and Extravagance 


Waste and extravagance are exemplified in one docu- 
ment received in this office Tuesday — nearly 400 pages 
devoted to public speeches of former Governor Furcolo. 

The state paid for this collection, through authoriza- 


tion of the Governor’s Council. 


It is a compilation designed to place the former gover- 


nor in a position of high public esteem; the foreword is 


specially so, calling the former governor’s record 


‘‘splendid’’. 


We can think of nothing more ridiculous; no state ex- 


penditure seems less necessary. 


We hope Councils of the future are more prudent with 


our money. There must be worthier causes than this one.

merely ‘‘resolve’’ to have it. 
Members Philip K. Allen and 
B, Allan Rowland were not present, 
A variety of opinions appeared 
to dominate the discussion about 
calling the Nov. 19 meeting. 
Selectman Stewart pressed hard 
for the decision, noting that no 
request has been heard for a post- 
ponement. He said the Housing 
Authority claimed it would be ready 
Nov. 19, when it originally 
asked for that date, and ‘‘after four 


years they should be’’, he con- | 


tinued. 

Chairman Doyle said he believed 
the Board actually was only going 
to confirm a decision made several 
weeks ago, which appeared in the 
minutes of the session as a ‘‘re- 
solution’’. 

Member Wilson, however, ex- 
pressed a feeling that changing 


| the date of a meeting was unim- 


portant if it leads to a fair and 
full presentation of the program. 
‘I'm not going to pick up my 
marbles and go home", he re- 
marked, ‘‘just over a change in 
dates’’ 

Whether or not the three mem- 
bers present could have resolved 
the issue will remain unknown - 
it was at that point that the FinCom 
made known its feelings. 

Atty. O’Brien forcefully told the 
Selectmen that an appropriation is 
tied in directly with the ‘‘coopera- 
tion agreement’’ and that there 
could be no action on a general 
policy statement on Urban Renewal 
without also binding the town to 
spending money. And ifthe FinCom 
does not approve that, the meeting 
can not be held to consider the 
renewal project. 


Mr. Stewart read various por- 
tions of the ‘‘cooperation agree- 


ment’’, asking town counsel if 
action could not be taken on all 
except the portion § requiring 


financial support. This could be 
done at the annual meeting he said, 
if needed. 

Mr. O’Brien continued to make | 
known his legal opinion that such | 
a step can not be taken, as appro- 
priations are an integral part of 
the proposal and can not be 
separated from it. 

The Finance Committee reserved 
its rights to express its opinion 
on Urban Renewal at the annual 
session, and did not make them 
known Monday evening. 

In regard to a possible post- 
ponement of the special town meet- 
ing, it was brought out at a forum 
last week that the Housing 
Authority is considering this step, | 
to give a realty trust an opportu- 
nity to get plans for presentation 
to the town. That Authority had | 
not made an official request as of 
Monday night, however.

DAR Heard Talk 
About Space Age 


A most interesting talk on elec= 
tronics, radar and space communi= 
cations, was given at the opening 
meeting of Priscilla Abbot 
Chapter, N.S.D.A.R., held at the 
home of Mrs. Roland Weeks, 32 
Maple ave.
